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«s Used Car Rate Schedule | 
Adopted in San Antonio 





By B. C. REBER 
AN ANTONIO, TEX., April 4—A plan for estimating 
the value of used cars on trade-ins has been adopted 


by the San Antonio Automotive Trades Association, and will 
henceforth be used in the business places of 


The schedule has been designed 
after much intensive study by a 
committee of the San Antonio Used 
Car Managers’ Association, an aux- 
jliary of the trades association. 


In the valuation of used cars 
the first step groups them. into 
three classes: First, a car in 
good condition and ready for re- 
sale without any work; second, a 
car which is in fair condition and 
needs only slight attention, and, 
third, a car which is in bad con- 
dition, such as are used in the oil 
fields and have had hard and 
heavy usage. 

The model or year in which the 
car was made is next taken into 
consideration, these being graduat- 
ed from 1927 down to 1922 by 
years. Following this, a percent- 
age schedule is used for determin- 
ing the first estimate, from which 
is deducted the estimated cost for 
repairs, if any, and 20 per cent. for 
overhead, These percentages are 
as follows:— 

First Class—A car ready for 
resale without any attention: 
1927—75 per cent.; 1926—62 per 
cent.; 1925—51 per cent.; 1924— 
34 per cent.; 1923—23 per cent., 
and 1922—12 per cent. 

Second Class—A good car re- 

“quiring only a few repairs: 1926 
—49 per cent.; 1925—35 per 
cent,; 1924—22 per cent.; 1923— 

14 per cent., and 1922—7 per 

cent. 

Third Class—For a car in poor 
condition: 1926—32 per cent.; 
1925—30 per cent.; 1924—10 per 
cent.; 1923—5 per cent., and 1922 
—3 per cent. 


These percentages are used in

The classifi- 
cation is in the first group, so 62 
per cent. is allowed, giving a re- 
sale price of $285. From this 
deducted an estimated amount 
$20 for minor repairs, and 20 per 
cent. for overhead, giving a price 
to be bid of $212. 

A rule has also been adopted 
that no dealer may sell a used car 
for more than the resale price 
This was created to stop a prac- 
tise in which some would bid $500 
on a used car which they knew
